2.  To  be  eligible,  all  tuition,  fees,  etc. 
from  previous  semesters  must  be 
paid  in  fuU. 

3.  You  are  responsible  for  the  total 
charges  even  if  some  portion  of  the 
payment  is  deferred. 

4.  Forms  are  mailed  with  tuition 
statement. 

5.  If  you  wish  to  participate,  please  sign 
and  return  the  Deferred  Payment 
Plan  Agreement  form  to  the 
Business  Office  in  Blasco  Hall.  If  for 
some  reason  you  do  not  return  the 
form,  by  making  the  first  payment  of 
the  Deferred  Payment  Plan,  you  are 
indicating  that  you  accept  all  of  the 
conditions  of  the  plan.

7.  A late  payment  penalty  of  $15  will 
be  charged  for  each  payment  not 
paid  on  or  before  the  due  date. 

8.  If  you  register  prior  to  August  3, 
1999,  make  sure  at  least  25%  of  your 
tuition  and  fees  is  received  in  the 
Business  Office  in  Blasco  Hall  no 
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later  than  August  9, 1999.  Financial 
aid  papers,  if  applicable,  must  be 
signed  in  the  Business  Office  during 
the  first  week  of  classes.  The  balance 
is  payable  in  three  equal  installments 
due:  September  30,  October  29  and 
November  30, 1999. 

9.  If  you  register  after  August  3,  1999, 
make  sure  at  least  25%  of  your 
tuition  and  fees  is  paid  at  the  time  of 
registration.  Financial  aid  papers,  if 
applicable,  must  be  signed  in  the 
Business  Office  during  the  first  week 
of  classes.  The  balance  is  payable  in 
three  equal  installments  due:

Tuition  Adjustments 

First  day  of  Fall  classes  is  August  30, 
1999.  If  adding,  dropping  or 
withdrawing,  the  student  must  complete 
a Change  of  Program  Form  available  in 
the  Registrar’s  Office  and  must  process 
and  return  the  form  to  the  Registrar’s 
Office  for  the  transaction  to  be  complete. 
The  date  the  form  is  returned  to  the 
Registrar  is  the  date  of  the  transaction. 
The  time  periods  for  adjustments 
commence  with  the  first  day  of  classes 
according  to  the  Academic  Calendar  and 
not  the  beginning  dates  of  the  individual 
courses.  Lab  fees  are  not  refundable. 
Tuition  will  be  adjusted  for  fuU-  and  part- 
time  students  in  accordance  with  the 
student’s  classification  as  either  a “first- 
time student  at  Avila”  or  “all  other 
student”  status.  The  following  procedures 
will  be  used: 

Cancellation  of  Registration 
Prior  to  the  start  of  classes  and  the  first 
seven  calendar  days  of  the  semester,  a 
cancellation  of  registration  wiU  result  in 
the  cancellation  of  all  tuition  and  fees.  A 
fee  (SlOO  for  full-time;  $25  for  part- 
time)  will  be  charged.  Cancellation  of 
registration  is  a complete  withdrawal 
from  the  college  and  no  records  wiU  be 
kept.  To  cancel  registration,  a Change  of 
Program  Form  available  in  the  Registrar’s 
Office  must  be  processed  and  returned  to 


the  Registrar’s  Office  during  the  first 
seven  days  of  classes. 

Withdrawal from  All  Classes 

I.  Tuition  adjustment  for  the  “first- 
time student  at  Avila”  processing  a 
complete  withdrawal  from  the 
College  will  follow  federal  pro-rata 
refund  procedures,  which  provide  for 
adjustments  up  through  the  first 
60%  of  the  term  as  calculated  by 
weeks.  After  the  60%  period,  there 
will  be  no  reduction  of  original 
charges,  and  they  are  due  and 
payable.  The  calculation  is  made 
using  weeks  remaining  divided  by 
total  number  of  weeks  in  the  term 
and  rounding  the  result  downward 
to  the  nearest  whole  10%.  A 
withdrawal  fee  ($100  for  full-time; 
$25  for  part-time)  will  also  be 
charged. 

II.  Tuition  adjustment  for  “aU  other 
students”  processing  a complete 
withdrawal  from  the  College: 

• 1 through  7 calendar  days 

100%  withdrawal  fee  applies 

• 8 through  14  calendar  days  75% 

• 15  through  21  calendar  days  50% 

• 22  through  28  calendar  days  25% 

After  the  28th  day,  there  will  be  no 
reduction  of  the  original  charges, 
and  they  are  due  and  payable. 

Change  in  Status  from  Full-  to  Part-Time 
Prior  to  the  start  of  classes  and  the  first 
seven  calendar  days  of  the  semester, 
tuition  will  be  reassessed  at  the  part-time 
rate.  After  seven  calendar  days,  there  will 
be  no  tuition  reduction,  and  the  original 
charges  will  be  due  and  payable.  The 
Change  of  Program  Form  must  be 
processed  and  returned  to  the  Registrar’s 
Office  during  this  seven-day  period. 

If  any  tuition  reduction  results  in  an 
overpayment,  the  appropriate  refund  wiU 
be  made  following  the  Avila  College 
refund  policies.  Where  federal  financial 
aid  or  federally  guaranteed  monies  are 
involved,  the  federal  regulations  relating 
to  refunds  will  be  integrated  with  the 
Avila  policies.  If  any  tuition  reduction 
results  in  the  student  stiU  owing  Avila 
College,  it  will  be  due  and  payable. 

Credit  Balance  Returns 
Credit  balances  may  be  requested  at  the 
Business  Office  any  time  after  the  second 
day  of  classes.  In  instances  where  credit 
balances  are  created  by  funds  paid  from 


outside  sources  (such  as  business, 
government  and  banks),  the  money  must 
first  be  received  by  the  College  in  order 
to  issue  a disbursement  check  to  the 
student.  An  authorization  to  bill  an 
outside  source  does  not  create  a credit 
balance.  Checks  will  be  issued  after  the 
14th  day  of  classes,  provided  the  request 
was  received  five  to  seven  days  prior  to 
the  refund  date.  Requests  received  after 
the  2nd  week  of  classes  will  be  ready 
within  seven  days.  Federal  Perkins  Loan 
papers  must  be  signed  during  the  first 
four  calendar  days  of  classes  to  have  the 
loan  proceeds  included  in  any  credit 
balance  returns.  The  loan  proceeds  will 
appear  on  your  statement  after  the 
Promissory  Note  has  been  completed. 

1.  $300  or  less  - The  entire  amount 
wiU  be  returned  at  one  time. 

2.  Any  amount  over  $300  - $300  will 
be  returned  initially;  the  remaining 
balance  may  be  requested  during  the 
fifth  week  of  the  semester. 

3.  Federal  Stafford  Loan,  Federal 
Unsubsidized  Stafford  Loan  and/or 
Perkins  Loan  recipients: 

a.  Remember:  Loans  of  any  type 
must  be  repaid  whether  or  not  you 
graduate  or  are  satisfied  with  the 
education  you  receive.  Borrow  wisely! 

b.  For  first-year,  first-time  under- 
graduate borrowers,  regulations 
require  Avila  to  hold  the  loan  checks 
until  30  days  have  expired  from  the 
first  day  of  classes.  At  that  time,  after 
class  attendance  and  academic 
progress  have  been  verified,  loan 
checks  may  be  endorsed  by  the 
student  and  any  resulting  credit 
balance  checks  wiU  be  ready  no  later 
than  seven  working  days  after  the 
loan  check  is  endorsed. 

c.  For  all  other  borrowers:  Avila 
College  regulations  will  not  permit 
credit  balances  generated  by  these 
loans  to  be  returned  until  classes 
have  begun  and  attendance  has  been 
verified.  When  the  loan  check  is 
endorsed  before  classes  begin  or 
through  the  first  seven  days  of 
classes,  the  credit  balance  check  will 
not  be  ready  until  the  14th  day  of 
classes.  If  the  loan  check  is  endorsed 
after  the  seventh  day  of  classes,  the 
credit  balance  check  will  take  about 
seven  working  days  to  issue.

Crediting  Financial  Aid  Awards  to 
Student  Accounts 

1.  Financial  Aid,  including  loans,  must 
be  fully  processed  and  loan  checks,  or 
disbursing  dates  thereof,  must  be  on 
record  in  the  Business  Office  at 
registration  time  to  be  considered  as 
reducing  the  balance  due.  If  this  is 
not  the  case,  you  will  be  responsible 
on  the  due  date  for  the  payment  that 
is  due. 

2.  Where  loans  are  involved,  the 
proceeds  must  be  applied  to  any 
balance  due.  Students  may  call  the 
Business  Office  at  ext.  3700  to  verify 
if  their  proceeds  have  arrived.  A 
notice  will  be  mailed  to  you  from  the 
Financial  Aid  Office  when  the  loan 
proceeds  are  received.  Credit 
balances  on  accounts  will  be  returned 
as  noted  earlier  in  the  section  called 
“Credit  Balance  Return.” 

3.  Registration  charges  are  audited  by 
Business  Office  personnel.  Students 
are  responsible  for  any  balance  owed 
due  to  an  assessing  error. 

4.  Federal  Perkins  Loan  recipients  must 
go  to  the  Business  Office  and  sign 
the  loan  papers  before  the  loan  will 
appear  on  their  statement.  The  loan 
proceeds  will  be  used  in  the 
calculation  of  the  deferred  payment 
agreement  for  August  1999.  Loan 


papers  not  signed  before  the 
September  1999  deferred  payment 
date  will  increase  the  amount  owed 
on  the  September,  October  and 
November  1999  payments  until  the 
loan  papers  are  signed  and  this  could 
incur  late  payment  charges.

d.  In  order  to  enroll,  you  must 
present  a form  signed  by  your 
advisor  indicating  the  course  in 
which  you  should  enroll. 

Math  Placement  Exam 

a.  If  you  have  taken  the  ACT  since 
January  1995  and  have  an  ACT 
math  score  of  20  or  higher,  you  will 
be  placed  in  MA115, 120  or  210  by 
your  advisor.  Any  student  has  the 
option  of  taking  the  current  Math 
Placement  Exam. 

b.  If  you  are  planning  to  enroll  in 
Math  115  or  120  and  have  not  taken 
the  ACT  since  January  1995,  you 
must  take  the  Math  Placement  Exam 
at  Avila  before  you  may  register. 

c.  If  you  have  previously  passed 
Math  120  or  its  equivalent,  you  do 
not  need  to  take  the  Math 
Placement  Exam. 

d.  There  is  no  charge  for  the  exam. 

e.  Call  the  Registrar’s  Office  at 
ext.  2210  to  make  arrangements  to 
take  the  exam. 

f.  In  order  to  enroU,  you  must 
present  a form  signed  by  your 
advisor  indicating  the  course  in 
which  you  should  enroll. 

2.  Register  in  person  in  the  Registrar’s 
Office  or  use  telephone  registration.

Registration  for  Non-Degree 
Seeking  Students 

Avila  College  offers  a special  enrollment 
process  for  all  students  not  seeking  an 
Avila  College  degree.  No  transcript  or 
formal  application  is  necessary.  You  may 
register  at  the  Registrar’s  Office  for  any 
course.  To  register  for  a course  numbered 
310  or  above,  students  must  meet  with  an 
advisor.  High  school  juniors  and  seniors, 
home  schoolers,  students  from  other 
colleges  as  well  as  anyone  simply  wishing 
to  enrich  an  educational  background  are 
encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  this 
convenient  opportunity.  Students  who 
enroll  through  this  program  are  limited  to 
a total  of  nine  credits  at  the  College  before 
they  are  asked  to  seek  formal  admission. 

We  recommend  that  visiting  students 
submit  written  permission  from  their 
own  institution  in  advance  of  their 
registration  at  Avila  College  to  be  sure 
the  course  work  will  transfer.  The 
following  non-degree  seeking  students  do 
not  have  to  apply  for  admission  through 
the  Admissions  Office.  They  can  register 
directly  by  going  in  person  to  the 
Registrar’s  Office  during  office  hours:

Continuing  Education 

Courses  at  Avila  College  may  be  taken 
for  continuing  education  on  a space- 
available  basis.  Since  no  academic  credit 
is  awarded,  students  are  not  required  to 
meet  the  admission  requirements  of  the 
college.  A stipulation  of  the  continuing 
education  option  is  mandatory  class 
attendance.  The  level  of  class 
participation  for  continuing  education  is 
determined  by  the  individual  instructor. 

A certificate  from  the  College  will  be 
awarded  to  those  who  meet  the  continuing 
education  requirements  of  the  course. 

Enrollment  for  this  option  begins  in  the 
Registrar’s  Office  (Blasco  Hall)  during 
published  in-person  registration  days  and 
times.  Enrollment  in  a lower  division 
course  for  continuing  education  requires 
the  appropriate  prerequisites  but  does  not 
require  departmental  approval. 

Enrollment  in  an  upper-division  course 
(course  numbered  310  or  above)  on  the 
continuing  education  option  must  have 
the  approval  of  the  department  offering 
the  course.  A signature  from  a department 
representative  is  required.  If  a student 
withdraws  from  a course  taken  for 
continuing  education,  a refund  will  be 
granted  according  to  the  time  frame  for 
part-time  students  minus  a $10 
administrative  fee. 

Additional  Registrar  Information 
Student  Responsibility 
Each  student  is  responsible  for 
conforming  with  regulations  in  the  Avila 
College  catalog.  Therefore  it  is  important 
for  each  student  to  remain  currently 
informed  throughout  the  period  of 
enrollment.  The  primary  responsibility 
for  meeting  graduation  requirements 
rests  with  the  student.  Degree 
requirements  are  subject  to  change.  It  is 
the  student’s  responsibility  to  be 
informed  of  applicable  requirements. 
Faculty  advisors  and  personnel  are 
available  to  provide  guidance. 

Schedule  Changes  and  Course 
Withdrawals  (Add/Drop) 

Schedule  changes  and  course  withdrawals 
are  official  when  forms  available  in  the 
Registrar’s  Office  have  been  processed 
and  returned  to  the  Registrar’s  Office. 
The  fee  for  each  change  is  $15.  There  is 
no  fee  for  changes  made  as  a result  of 
classes  canceled  by  the  College.  There  is 
no  late  fee  for  adding  a weekend 
intensive  or  Saturday  class.  Attending  or 


ceasing  to  attend  classes  does  not  constitute 
official  enrollment  or  withdrawal.  If  you  do 
not  officially  withdraw  from  a course  by 
the  published  deadlines,  you  will  receive  a 
final  grade  of  “F.” 

Registration  for  a class  must  be  made 
before  the  last  day  indicated  for  entering 
a class.  Information  about  weekend 
intensive  courses  is  found  on  page  11. 
Withdrawals  from  other  courses  must  be 
completed  prior  to  the  dates  on  the 
Academic  Calendar  found  on  page  4. 

Course  Cancellation

City.  Participation  is  subject  to  change  at 
any  time.

GPA  - Grade  Point  Average

Our  Heritage 

To  understand  the  history  of  Avila 
College,  you  must  first  travel  down  a path 
that  originated  in  17th  century  France. 
Under  the  patronage  of  Saint  Joseph,  six 
women  from  LePuy,  France,  dedicated 
themselves  to  the  "practice  of  all  the 
spiritual  and  corporal  works  of  mercy  of 
which  woman  is  capable  and  which  will 
most  benefit  the  ...  dear  neighbor." 

Their  mission  to  help  others  led  them  on 
a journey  across  the  Atlantic  Ocean, 
through  the  point  of  entry  at  New 
Orleans,  Louisiana.  Ultimately,  they 
followed  the  mighty  Mississippi  River  to 
the  "gateway  to  the  west"  - St.  Louis, 
Missouri,  in  1836.  The  pioneering  spirit 
of  the  Sisters  was  far  from  being 
quenched,  though. 

Nearly  30  years  later,  the  Sisters  blazed  a 
new  trail  west  from  St.  Louis  to  Kansas 
City,  a burgeoning  sprawl  on  the  banks  of 
the  Missouri  River.  It  was  in  Kansas  City 
that  they  began  St.  Teresa's  Academy,  a 
private  school  for  girls,  that  ultimately 
led  to  the  creation  of  Avila  College.  In 
1916,  the  Sisters  founded  the  two-year, 
women-only  St.  Teresa  College  on  the 
same  campus  as  St.  Teresa's  Academy  at 
5600  Main  Street.  In  1940,  the  college 
became  the  four-year  College  of  Saint 
Teresa.  It  was  fully  accredited  by 
the  Commission  on  Institutions  of 
Higher  Education  ot  the  North  Central 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools 
in  1946. 

By  1963,  another  chapter  was  added  to 
the  trailblazing  heritage  of  the  Sisters  as 
constant  growth  caused  the  Sisters  to 
look  to  the  then-undeveloped  southern 
edge  of  Kansas  City  at  119th  Street  and 
Wornall  Road  for  a new  location.  The 
campus  was  built  with  a portion  of  the 
original  Santa  Fe  Trail  providing  its 
southern  border  - creating  a true 
intersection  of  pioneers.  With  the  move 
came  a change  of  the  college's  name  to 
Avila  College,  still  in  honor  of  Saint 
Teresa  of  Avila. 

In  its  brief  history,  Avila  has  paved  the 
way  for  Kansas  City's  first  baccalaureate 
degree  program  in  social  work  as  well  as 
the  area's  first  women's  studies  and 
gerontology  studies  programs.  Avila 
College  also  offers  one  of  the  areas  oldest 


nursing  degree  programs.  It  became 
coeducational  in  1969;  established 
graduate  degrees  in  business,  education 
and  psychology  in  1978;  and  began 
Kansas  City's  first  Weekend  College  in 
1984.  Avila  completed  a $6  million 
capital  campaign  and  celebrated  30  years 
at  its  current  location  in  1993;  honored 
the  10th  anniversary  of  current  president. 
Dr.  Larry  Kramer,  in  1995;  and  observed 
its  80th  anniversary  in  1996. 

More  than  1,400  students  from  over  a 
dozen  different  countries  and  all  parts  of 
the  United  States  cross  paths  at  Avila 
College  every  year.  Avila  offers  more 
than  35  undergraduate,  professional, 
and  preprofessional  degree  and 
certification  programs,  as  well  as  three 
graduate  programs.

Please  read  all  instructions  carefully  before  completing  the 
application  for  admission.  We  encourage  you  to  complete  your  applications  for  admission  and  financial  aid  as  early  as  possible 
to  maximize  your  opportunities  for  receiving  financial  aid  awards.  There  is  no  application  fee.  To  apply  for  financial  aid,  you 
must  complete  a FAFSA  (Free  Application  for  Federal  Student  Aid)  financial  aia  form  for  the  academic  year  you  plan  to 
enroll.  When  you  apply,  be  sure  to  indicate  Avila’s  FAFSA  code  #002449  as  the  institution  code  for  Avila  College  in  Section 
H of  the  FAFSA. 

^plyingfor  Undergraduate  Admission 

To  qualify  for  admission  to  a bachelor’s  degree  program  at  Avila,  applicants  must  submit: 

1.  a completed  admission  application  form,  including  the  applicant’s  signature. 

2.  official  transcripts  from  all  secondary  and  post-secondary  schools  or  colleges. 

3.  official  ACT  or  SAT  scores  for  first-time  freshmen. 

4.  international  students  must  also  submit  a TOEFL  score  (and  financial  support  documentation  prior  to  the  issuance  of 
an  T20). 

Admission  to  Undergraduate  Degree  Programs 

Graduation  from  an  accredited  secondary  school  or  its  equivalent  is  a prerequisite  for  admission  to  a bachelor’s  degree 
program  at  Avila. 


Application  Instructions 

All  applicants  must  submit  the  following  materials  as  indicated: 

Freshman  Applicants 

1.  Completed  Application  for  Admission.  There  is  no  application  fee. 

2.  Official  Secondary  School  Transcripts  sent  directly  to  Avila  from  all  schools  attended.  You  may  apply  as  a freshman 
applicant  after  completing  six  semesters  of  transcripted  high  school  or  secondary  school  work.  Final  transcripts  indicating 
high  school  graduation  must  be  submitted  to  the  Admissions  Office  before  freshman  classes  start.  Please  request  that  your 
high  school  forward  an  official  transcript  of  your  final  academic  work  to  the  Admissions  Office  as  soon  as  you  graduate. 

3.  ACT  (American  College  Testing)  or  SAT  (Scholastic  Aptitude  Test)  scores  are  required  of  all  freshman  applicants  who 
have  attended  secondary  school  in  the  U.S.  and  have  not  been  out  of  school  for  more  than  one  year.  To  send  ACT  scores 
to  Avila  College,  use  Avila’s  ACT  college  code  2278.  To  send  SAT  scores  to  Avila,  use  Avila’s  SAT  college  code  6109.  If 
your  ACT  or  oAT  scores  are  already  printed  on  your  official  transcripts,  you  need  not  order  a separate  score  report. 

T ransfer  Applicants 

Transfer  students  are  degree-seeking  students  who  have  previously  enrolled  in  an  accredited,  post-secondary  degree  program 
after  graduating  from  a secondary  school. 

1.  Completed  Application  for  Admission.  There  is  no  application  fee. 

2.  Official  Secondary  School  Transcripts  (This  requirement  is  waived  for  students  who  have  completed  twenty-four  (24) 
college  credit  hours.) 

3.  Official  transcript(s)  of  all  college-level  work  completed  sent  directly  to  Avila  from  all  institutions  attended. 

Teacher  Certification  Applicants 

Applicants  for  teacher  certification  must  have  received  a bachelor’s  degree  from  an  accredited  post-secondary  institution.  They 
must  submit  the  same  material  as  transfer  applicants.  However,  their  final  college  transcripts  must  indicate  conferral  of  a 
bachelor’s  degree. 

Paralegal  Certificate  Applicants 

Applicants  for  the  paralegal  certificate  program  must  submit  tbe  same  materials  as  transfer  applicants. 

Admission  for  International  Students 

International  students  are  applicants  who  are  not  U.S.  citizens  or  permanent  residents.  They  must  file  all  application  materials 
for  the  degree  program  to  which  they  are  applying  as  well  as  the  items  listed  below: 

1.  Official  transcripts  from  all  secondary  schools  and  universities  attended.  All  transcripts  not  written  in  English  must  be 
accompanied  by  notarized  English  translations. 

2.  All  transcripts  should  include  the  following  information: 

• dates  of  attendance 

• courses  taken  and  grades  received 

• degree  earned  and  date  received  (if  applicable) 

3.  AH  international  students  must  submit  an  official  TOEFL  score  report  or  equivalent  (see  below).  The  TOEFL  college 
code  for  Avila  College  is  6109. 

4.  All  admitted  international  students  must  submit  a recent  Statement  of  Finance.  Proof  of  support  may  be  a bank  statement 
or  other  documents  guaranteeing  the  student’s  ability  to  meet  the  costs  of  study  in  the  U.S.,  dated  within  the  last  six 
months.  If  the  funds  belong  to  a parent  or  sponsor,  the  sponsor  must  also  submit  a letter  of  intent  to  sponsor  the  student’s 
tuition  and  living  expenses. 


5.  When  an  accepted  international  student  has  paid  the  $100  non-refundable  tuition  deposit  and  provided  a Statement 
of  Finance,  the  Admissions  Office  will  issue  an  1-20  application  for  a non-immigrant  student  visa. 

TOEFL 

TOEFL  is  required  as  proof  of  English  proficiency  unless  the  student  is  a native  speaker  of  English  from  a country  whose 
main  language  is  English.  The  TOEFL  requirement  is  sometimes  waived  for  students  who  have  completed  high  school  or 
at  least  one  year  of  study  at  a university  where  all  instruction  was  conducted  in  English.  The  minimum  TOEFL  score  for 
regular  admission  to  an  undergraduate  degree  program  is  550.  Students  who  need  further  study  of  English  before 
beginning  a degree  program  can  enroll  at  Avila  College  to  study  English  as  a Second  Language  (ESL). 

ILCP  and  English  Language  Study 

International  students  wiping  to  improve  their  English  skills  can  apply  directly  to  the  Avila  Intensive  Language  and 
Culture  Program  (ILCP),  which  offers  five  entry  points  per  year.  NoTOEFL  score  is  needed  for  admission  to  this 
English  program.  ILCP  students  can  enroll  in  selected  academic  courses  while  they  are  studying  ESL.  International 
students  can  apply  directly  to  the  Intensive  English  Language  and  Culture  Program  before  applying  for  admission  to  a 
degree  program.

Decisions  for  All  Applicants 

Admission  decisions  are  made  on  a “rolling  admissions”  basis.  As  soon  as  an  applicant’s  file  is  complete,  the  Admissions 
Office  evaluates  the  application  for  admission  and  notifies  the  student  of  the  decision.  Financial  aid  decisions  and  awards 
are  made  in  the  spring  for  the  following  academic  year.  Students  who  complete  applications  for  admission  and  financial 
aid  early  maximize  their  opportunities  for  scholarships. 

Campus  Visits 

We  encourage  you  to  visit  Avila’s  campus  during  the  academic  year  to  speak  with  faculty  and  students  and  observe  classes. 
Throughout  the  year,  Avila  offers  student-guided  tours  and  one-on-one  information  sessions  with  an  Admissions 
Counselor.  An  optional  admissions  interview  is  the  best  way  to  learn  about  specific  programs.  Please  call  ahead  to  sign  up 
for  a campus  tour  and  interview. 


Once  You  Are  Accepted 

Accepted  students  need  to  confirm  their  intention  to  enroll  at  Avila  by  submitting  the  $100  tuition  deposit,  which  is 
refundable  until  May  1.  Students  who  plan  to  live  on  campus  in  Avila  residence  halls  must  also  submit  an  additional  $50 
campus  housing  deposit  to  reserve  their  space. 

Accepted  Transfer  Students 

After  transfer  students  are  accepted,  the  transcript  evaluator  evaluates  their  transcripts  for  transfer  credit.  Then  the 
students  meet  with  their  academic  advisors  to  plan  their  course  schedules.
